along swimmingly until Ihe government authorities interfered. 


There is nothing original in Ibis brand of crooked business. 


II lias been going on for years, and in one sense Ihe public is 
almost as much lo blame as the operators. The world is so 
l u l l of people who want to get something for iiolhinif, and 
who think they arc smart enough to do it, that the swindlers 
"nd fat and easy picking in many quarters. Some are follish 
enough to feel fluttered because (he literature is sent lo them 
this signifying (p (hem that they arc recognized as men of 
means and the. ability to recognize a "good tiling." 
They 


would no! feel so flattered if they knew that practically every 
man having a savings bank account or a few shares of legiti- 
mate stock lias been "spoiled" by a syslcm which allows IN/ 
prospective investor to escape attention at the bands of Ihe 
sharpers who arc angling for the dollars of the unwary. This 
is not to say (hat all literature concerning investments is of (he 
slippery sort, but that a great deal of it is has been learned to 
their sorrow by thousands who could ill afford to lose. 


The danger of these speculative ventures has been pointed 


out time and again, and slill Ihe evil work goes on, prompted 
by the gambling inslinct that appears to be inherent in human 
nature. 
'I her.e are so many who dream dreams of easy and 


suddenly-acquired wealth that Ihey arc ripe for the plucking 
when skillfully approached, and the sharpers do (he rest. 


The victims of Ibis form .of swindling are for Ihe most parl 


people'of small means. 
Real investors have ways of lindinir

out. what Ihey are doing, as' a r.ulc, but the inexperienced arc 
li.ihle to take Ihe bait as a fish lakes a IIy, and (here is no six- 
inch law to protect Ihem. When hooked they go into (tie 
h;t>kcf regardless of (heir size or (heir sighs.

wauls to invest advantageously will do well lo consult some 
one who knows about these things before investing in slocks, 
il h.' is disposed to invcsl in securities.
